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If you have been walking 
to town via “H” of “Eye” 
Streets, or any other way 
than right down Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, you have been 
missing a delight to the eye. 

In the 2100 Block next to 
the sidewalk cafe is a new 
sidewalk garden complete 
with wrought iron furnishings 
and enclosed with a wrought 
iron fence. This new and 
oh-so-different flower shop 
opened last November and is 
blossoming now into its first 
Spring in Foggy Bottom. 

More than just a conven- 
ient place to find flowers and 
plants, the Gazebo (you say 
Guh-see-bo) abounds with 
interest and some 
very unique flower arrange- 
ments. The two young own- 
ers met here in Washington. 
One was looking for some- 
thing to do; the other one 
was evidently responding to 
a natural- heritage. Duke 
Zeller is the third generation 
of his family to make 
growing things his business. 

His grandfather was a 
leading horticulturist in Ili- 
nois for fifty years. His 
father’s early specialty was in 
hybrid roses, then he expand- 
ed into landscape architec- 
ture; but the booming de-

‘came along and before he 


knew it, designing them had 
become a full time career. 

His very talented mother, 
Mrs. Fritz Carl Zeller, and 
Neil Fuller, the other mem- 
ber of the firm and its 
business manager, designed 
the settings and decor for the 
shop. Mrs. Zeller continues 
to give generously of both 
her time and talents to help 
develop the fledgling busi- 
ness. Three times a week she 
drives in from her home in 
Fredericksburg to help with 
arrangements and greet cus- 
tomers. She was recently 
commissioned to decorate a 
wedding with her dried 
flower orchestrations. She 
does her own flower drying 
and they, too, are for sale at 
the shop. 

Plan to be leisurely on 
your first visit to the Gazebo. 
There is much to see. The 
day | stopped in there were 
woodland gnomes. perched 
on driftwood, and calico 
puppies romped under a 
woven reed bird nest shaped 
like a beehive, complete with 
fat bumble bees. Two yellow 
love birds chirping away in 
their fanciful cage completed 
the illusion of finding an 
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unexpected garden. 

Just inside the front door is 
a handsome antique square 
piano converted to a desk 
where you can write your 
enclosure cards, not ordinary 
run-of-the-mill cards either. 
Then you notice a carved 
mermaid pedestal beside the 
desk looking for the world as 
though she had just come up 
dripping from the sea. 

There is also the unusual 
container section. Would 
you like to relieve the 
pedestrian look of the red 
clay pot holding your favo- 
rite plant? Set it inside the 
inverted crown of a wide 
brim straw hat, and perch 
one of their pixie dolls on the 
upturned brim. If you need a 
change of pace with your 
dish garden, try The Green 
Room at the rear of the shop. 
It offers a good selection of 
plants, all sizes and shapes. 

The Gazebo is not just a 
place that sells flowers. The 
care and concern that has 
gone into putting it together 
provides a wonderfully warm 
setting for the message of life 
and love implicit in fresh 


- greenery and flowers.
